“It Is 
Something Else” 


Gov. LeRoy Collins of Florida 
made an eloquent testament of 
faith in the South and the nation 

before the South- 
ern governors as- 
sembled at Sea 
Island. 

He accurately 
presented the 
problem of the 
Southern gov- 
ernor, or for that 
matter, of any 
other person in 
position of lead- 

ership who seeks to stand firmly 
on law and not run with either 
the hounds of hate or the hare of 
fear and despair. 


“It is one thing for a public 
official from a Northern area 
containing large numbers of or- 
ganized Negro voters to make 
rip-roaring speeches in Madison 
Square Garden or on the floor of 
Congress about civil rights,’’ he 
said. 

“It is something else for a 
Southern leader to work effective- 
ly for the brotherhood of man- 
kind, and the dignity of law, in 
areas alive with emotions deeply 
rooted in the past—and still have 
his people with him. 


Public Leadership 


“Effective public leadership re- 
quires more than the vision to see 
and the courage to act, although 
both these qualities are essen- 
tial. A leader also must have the 
discretion and judgment to raise 
a standard out front, but not so 
far that it is beyond the horizon 
of the people and, therefore, can- 
not be seen and understood and 
followed by them. If one gets be- 
yond this horizon, even if only a 
little way beyond, he becomes 
lost from view. He, therefore, 
makes himself impotent and his 
efforts futile.” 


Thus, in about 200 words, Gov. 
Collins has revealed the dilemma 
of any governor, senator, mayor, 
minister, public official, business 
leader, editor, candidate for office 
—or of any other person in a posi- 
tion of leadership, great or small, 
who wishes to stand always for 
the dignity of law and the Chris- 
tian ethic. 


Such a person may entirely dis- 
agree with a decision of the Su- 
preme Court, but he nonetheless 
believes such decisions are the 
law of the land and, as Gov. Col- 
lins said, “he insists that ours 
be a land of law.” 


A person who puts leve of his 
country first may not advocate a 
policy of lawlessness or mob rule. 
Gov. Orval Faubus of Arkansas 
acted on this principle when, 
though he disagreed, he accepted 
the order of the court but an- 
nounced he would continue to seek 
vindication of his position in the 
courts by the processes of appeal. 

Gov. Faubus, for example, re- 
fused to comment on his personal 
opinion about the Supreme Court 
decision because, he said, it was 
not “relevant” and, therefore, 
had no bearing. This has caused 
him to be attacked by some crit- 
ics as “not a true segregation- 
ist.” These hint, for example, 
that Gov. Faubus precipitated the 
decision in Little Rock in order to 
“hurry things along.” It is hu- 
man nature for people to think in 
terms of their own feelings in- 
stead of the realities of law and 
the fact that the Constitution of 
the United States has precedence 
over those of the states. 

This fact is well known, but, as 
Gov. Faubus found, it angers 
many persons to so admit. 


Important Decisions 


As Gov. Collins makes clear, 
we are up against very grave, 
important decisions. We must 
either overthrow our country, by 
rebellion against its laws, or we 
must find some way to live with 
them. Certainly a civil war is un- 
thinkable. We, as a people, can- 
not afford to sanction violence, 
defiance and disorder against the 
government of the United States. 

There may be some few who, in 
their anger and folly, would s0 
advocate. It is a tragic time, 
but it is impossible to be 
lieve the average Southerner 
wants leadership which would re-

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Sept. 
24 — The United Nations again 
rejected Communist China today 
for membership. 

The 82-nation General Assem- 
bly, by a vote of 47 to 27, with 7 
abstentions, decided to accept the 
decision of its steering committee 
to postpone for another year the 
decision whether the Communist 
mainland or the Nationalist island 
of Taiwan (Fcrmosa) should rep- 
resent China in the United Na- 
tions. 

The assembly rejected a pro- 
posal of India that the Chinese 
issue be brought to the floor this 
year.

Fhe President 
Affirms the Law 


A solemn Dwight D. Eisenhower spoke 
from millions of TV screens in American 
homes Tuesday night in order that his 
reasons for federal enforcement might be 
“understood by all citizens.” 


Obviously weighted by the historic de- 
cision taken to nationalize the Arkansas 
guard and to move 500 airborne troops 
infé Little Rock, the President spoke 
firmly and deliberately. 

He pledged a firm course “until the 
orders of the federal court at Little Rock 
can, be executed without unlawful inter- 
ference.” 

“It was not, he.said, until the mob gath- 
eré@ again for the second day to defy the 
court order that he regretfully ordered 
federal troops to intervene. 


With careful, deliberate words he said 
that one’s personal opinions about the 
court’s school decision have no bearing 
on the matter of enforcement. The respon- 
sibility and authority of the Supreme 
Court to interpret the Constitution are 
clear, he said. He then spelled out the 
progress of integration, and noted the 
Little Rock plans were not to be com- 
pleted until 1963. 


Laws, not men, are supreme in our 
nation, he said. This was the string on 
which all his points were strung. 

He had hoped for this in Little Rock, 
the President said, but when mobs inter- 
vehed and local police powers were not 
sufmcient, then “both the law and the 
nagfonal interest demand the President 
take action.” He spelled out Communist 
us@,of the mobs and their violence. 


“The President pledged the troops 
would not be used if the court’s order is 
cakfied out. He paid the South a special 
tribute, mentioning his military service 
angi recreational visits to the region and 
his many friends here. The overwhelming 
majority of the people in the South, in- 
cluding those in Arkansas, are of good 
will, he said, “united in their efforts to 
preserve and respect the law even when 
they disagree with it.” 

How effective the speech will be is for 
today and the many tomorrows that 
stretch ahead. But, any state which may 
have thought the Supreme Court could be 
igneéred, has had full warning. 

In the South there is harsh and bitter 
criticism of the President, which the 
speech will not allay. Many moderates, 
even, thought the President had made an 
error flying in federal troops. Southern 
governors, in convention at Sea. Island, 
were shaken and angered. They, too, are 
making plans in this grave and solemn 
hour of historic decision. 

One thing is clear. Phe South is pay- 
ing a heavy price for its mobs and its 
demagogues who have fanned the fire 
they wanted to extinguish. 

While many may believe the President 
in erfor, or criticize him for having moved 
too fast or too slowly, none can attack his 
insistence that we maintain law and put 
down mobs. The great mass of Southern 
people, while angrily opposed to the court 
decision, have not participated in vio- 
lence. 

The South's leadership has in its ears 
one clear and clarion call to resolve the 
issue for their people in the American 
tradition. There is, God helping us, no 
other available way. And with the help 
of God it can be done.

Slum Clearance Is 
Constant Challenge 


Private enterprise in Atlanta has 
spent 39 million dollars during the past 
10 years in repairing or demolishing 29,- 
760 substandard homes, according to an 
official report. 

Alderman John A. White properly 
praises the persons responsible for con- 
ducting a slum clearance program “that 
people said could not be done.” He said 
that the city leads the nation in slum 
rehabilitation, having provided standard 
dwellings for 133,920 people during the 
10 years of this program. 

It is, of course, a splendid record. But 
even s0, much more remains to be done. 
The areas to be cleared in the proposed|\ 
urban renewal program are ample evi- 
dence of that. Much of the housing in 
those areas is beyond rehabilitation—an 
inexcusable blight on the community. 

This program, too, places the big bur- 
den of redevelopment upon private en- 
terprise. Not only must it replace the 
cleared areas with shops, stores, office 
buildings and apartments, it must build 
the low-rent housing units for the dis- 
placed persons. Approval has been grant- 
ed of the city’s application for 100 per 
cent FHA insurance ofloans for such 
construction. 

Slum clearance is a continuing neces- 
sity in any city which tends to grow 
around older areas, leaving the latter to 
deteriorate and to become breeding 
grounds for poverty and crime.

Georgia Literature Commission, 


This time it has been ruled obscene by the 
which recommended to solicitors 


general prosecution for any sales of the book. 


This is carrying censorship a 
little too far and sets a dangerous 
precedent in Georgia. 


The merits of Erskine Cald- 
well’s writings—whether you like 
them or not—are not at issue. 
What is at issue is the right of 
Georgians to read what they 
please and to judge literary mer- 
its or lack of them for them- 
selves. 

What might be regarded as ob- 
scenity by a small group of state- 
appointed censors might be re- 
garded as entirely otherwise by 
individual readers. 

When the Georgia Literature 
Commission was first establishcd 
the ‘hro ‘cle warned of the in- 
herent dengers of such a cen- 
sorial body. We foresaw the day. 
which apparently is here, when 
the commission would stray too 
far afield and undertake to dic- 
tate people’s reading habits. 

Even a litt: bit of censorship 
is a dangerous thing. It can lead 
to widespread abuse, to erecting 
an Iron Curtain around everyone 
who reads—and, if carried to the 
extreme, even to “book burnings” 
in the literal sense of the term. 

If those who sell copies of 
“God's Little Acre”. are to be 


prosecuted, how can we say that 
the day will not come when li- 
braries will be prosecuted for 
having on their shelves such vol- 
umes as Shakespeare’s sonnets 
or Chaucer’s ‘‘Canterbury Tales?” 
They are spicy classics but who 
is to judge whether they are ob- 
scene” 

The best weapon against pub- 
lished obscenity, lasciviousness 
and lewdness is public opinion, 
The Georgia Literature Commis- 
sion, as long as it functions, has 
the obligation to point up exam- 
ples of these. But it is treading 
on dangerous ground when it un- 
dertakes, to ban books and have 
those prosecuted who sell them. 

No one is more concerned than 
this newspaper about the vulgar, 
obscene and trashy publications 
and pornographic pictures which 
flood the newsstands -today. Traf- 
ficking in such “‘literature” 
should be outlawed by adverse 
public opinion. 

But no one is more concerned 
than this newspaper about heavy- 
handed censorship in the realm of 
literature. It can become menac- 
ing to the right of people to choose 


the books and other publications 


they want to rear. 


United States of America and the 
world are not patriotic. 


I hope this Arkansas ‘“‘test 
case’ will be a good enough les- 
son for those who dare to defy 
the Constitution of this land.

Since then the only vice presi- 
dents to become president were 
those seven who succeeded to the 


office upon the death of the presi- 
dent. Martin Van Buren’s nomina- 
tion was brought about by Presi- 
dent Andrew Jackson, under 
whom he served as vice president, 
and he was elected in 1836 to be- 
come president in 1837 and serve 
one term.

He reported that a two-year-old 
prediction of 1,000 new industrial 
plants per year in the South has 
proved to be “a little conserva- 
tive.” 

Food manufacturing industries 
continue to be the most important 
industry in the South, Soday said. 
But he said the chemical indus- 


try is growing very rapidly. 
Available water is one of the 
chief reasons for Southern indus- 
trial growth, Soday stated. 

He said that only about 4 per 
cent of the South's fresh water 
has been tapped for industry, 
against about 18 per cent in the 
North. ' 

Soday urged state laws to guar- 
antee water purity. “I don’t think 
anyone has the right to pollute 
our water or our air,” he de- 
clared.

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Black Crepe Shows ’20s Trend 
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Resort News Is a Straight, Narrow Line

SEA ISLAND, Sept. 24—If you think fall fash- 
fons mirror the look of the °20s, wait until you 
see the news for spring. 

Wives attending the Southern Governors Con- 
ference here got a peek at what to expect today 
when designer Larry Aldrich presented his holi- 
day-spring-resort collection at a special sneak 
preview for the governors’ wives. 

And, from the looks of the 76 creations he 
showed here, straight is the one direction in which 
fashion is going. The path is narrow, and the 
looser it is followed the better it will be, fashion- 
wise. 


Under Wraps 


To protect himself from piracy, Mr. Aldrich 
kept some of his newest fashion news under wraps 
when the photographers were around. This spe- 
cial showing came two weeks before the national 
showings for the fashion trade and press on 
Oct. 9. But from a good look at the fashions it’s 
possible to give a rundown on the general feeling 
of his new collection. 


Noticeable in the resort group was the Chanel 
influence. The simple, loose overblouse atop the 
skirt full of tiny pleats plays a leading role in 
such fabrics as chiffon, silk linen, and an exciting 
fabric that will be introduced by name in the 
Aldrich formal showing. 


Twist to Overblouse 


A particular twist to the overblouse that is 
definitely reminiscent of the flapper era is the 
wide shoulder strap and the square neckline. 
Many of the overblouse creations featured inter- 
est in banded bottoms, while the accompanying 
skirts had unusual hem details. 


The new Aldrich collection will not be without 
the chemise interpretation. The easy, loose, slen- 
der line with undefined or only lightly hinted 
waistline in his one-piece creations definitely is 
in this feeling. 


There are innovations in the use of buttons, 
sometimes on the front, frequently in the back. A 
semblance of being belted is cleverly handled, 
too; and while this detailing adds interest and 
may help to get the wearer's approval, it in no 
way restricts or breaks the loose flowing line. 


Spring Group 

In the spring group, lightweight wools in pale 
tones fall into the overblouse and chemise styling, 
too. An interesting feature of some pieces in this 
group was a new shoulder line. 


The yoke plays an important role in developing 
this news and also brings into focus for spring a 
new back silhouette. On the square side and fall- 
ing in soft vertical folds close to the body is the 
general feeling it imparts. 


Hemlines in this group are not just mere end- 
ings. Much ado is made of the knees in drapes 
and fans of pleats. And, speaking of hemlines,

the Aldrich length will be around the 16-inch level 


—rising and falling in degrees necessary to the 
balance of the proportions of the silhouette. 


Waistlines—indeed when there are waistlines— 
are low and loose. A hint you might take to 
heart in view of the Aldrich news is the less fig- 
ure you have the easier you will fit into the 
spring picture. 


Holiday Group 

The holiday group broke slightly from the loose 
with a sprinkling of skirts that are full but close- 
hanging. For instance, lace is a fabric you can 
have from Aldrich in either the slim or the full 
line. Lace appears in the overblouse feeling, also. 


Beaded fabric adds glitter and a touch of the 
*20s influence once again in this group. The ma- 
jority of the gowns are cocktail-length but the 
long version was not completely omitted. 


Fabrics included in the collection are linen, 
silk linen, chiffon, crepe, pongee, lace, wools, silk 
faille and organdy. In some instances, there is a 
combining of fabrics to put across a fashion point. 


A prevalency of bows and buttons is notable 
but used in a most unostentatious manner—in 
fact, so softly are they used that you are almost 
unaware of their presence until you break the 
creation down bit by bit. 


Overall, the collection looks white with pastels, 
navy and a new shade of gray coming in stra- 
tegic creations in the resort-spring groups. The 
color grows in intensity in the holiday group. 


Little Jewelry Needed

telegrams and letters, and look- 
ing after the governor. 

And what has been her chief 
concern lately? Mrs. Faubus an- 
swered soberly, ‘“‘My husband’s 
welfare and the welfare of our 
state.”” She said the governor, 
contrary to some reports, is 
in good health and follows no 
special diet. 

The 7-year-old __ politician 
married Alta Haskins on Nov. 
21, 1931. They have an 18-year- 
old son, Farrell Eugene, who is 
a freshman this year at Arkan- 
sas Tech in Russellville. 


Depression times hit Arkansas 
hard in the early years of their 
marriage. Gov. Faubus was 
teaching school in a rural com- 
munity and attending high 
school, too, a common practice 
in some parts of Arkansas at 
that time. He was graduated 
when he was 23. 


PITCHED IN 


Mrs. Faubus pitched in to 
help. She taught school, worked 
in the employment security di- 
vision of the state, and became 
a postmistress. 

Both she and her husband are 
proud of their backwoods child- 
hood, she declared. “It has giv- 
en us a better way to under- 
stand the people and their prob- 
lems,” she added. 


Mrs. Faubus didn’t pound 
pavements during her husband’s 
campaign for the 1955 election. 
But she pulled for-him at home, 
she said, and now her duties 
are “the same as any other 
governor’s wife.” With poise 
and charm she manages the af- 
fairs of the $200,000 mansion. 
Completed in 1949, the old brick 
Georgian style structure is dec- 
orated in Williamsburg furnish- 
ings. 

HAS KEPT UP 


The governor usually doesn’t 
discuss business with her, she 
said, but when he called out 
the National Guard to ring Lit- 
tle Rock’s Central High School, 
she “thought that he should 
do it.” He hasn't discussed the 
integration problem with her 
at all, she added. 

The poised Mrs. Faubus ap- 
parently has kept up with the

printed matter written about 
her husband after his historic 
action, for she said that un- 
favorable articles bother her 
“not in the least.”” But she got 
a little riled when she added 
that many of the stories have 
been untrue. 


When 35,000 football fans 
gave Gov. Faubus a standing 
ovation at Grant Field Sat- 
urday night, Mrs. Faubus 
described her reaction this 
way: “‘One of the most wonder- 
ful feelings I have experi- 
enced.”’ 


Tuesday, as she was talking 
loud and clear to be heard 
above the crowd around her, 
Mrs. Faubus spotted her hus- 
band sweeping along through 
newsmen and photographers. 
“Hurry,” she said as he 
grabbed for her arm, “‘the gov- 
ernor’s got to go.”

Stay-at-Homes 


If Dr. Eric John Dingwall is listening, I'm only kidding. But 
if he is safely out of earshot there is one little criticism of the 
American woman I'd like to offer up . . . in a low tone and with 
a touch of timidity. 

What are you stay-at-home women, who don’t have small chil- 
dren or an aged relative to care for, doing with all your time? 
is there any reason why you can’t give half a day to the Red Cross? 


It may seem presumptuous of a woman who doesn’t stay at 
home to question your right to spend your leisure as you please. 
And I'd be the first to admit that staying at home, even without 
children and other folks to care for, isn’t necessarily lolling on a 
satin chaise longue with a box of bon bons (as they used to say 
in novels) and a wicked French book in hand. An at-home sched- 
ule can become as tyrannical as any power-drunk executive I 
ever saw. 


But still, the plain, unshellacked truth is that women with jobs 
are finding time to help out at Grady Hospital, to work in wards 
and at the blood center and in the motor corps. So why can’t the 
women who don’t work pretty well adjust their own days to suit 
themselves” 

_ The Red Cross needs women volunteers worse at this moment 
than it has in years, according to Mrs. J. Carlile Martin, chair- 
man of volunteers. Starting Oct. 1, it is making a concerted drive 
to get workers and to train them. 


“But don’t ask for any night volunteers,” Mrs. Martin urged 
me. “Business and professional women can only contribute their 
time at night and right now we have all the help we need on the 
night shift. What we need now is help from the so-called woman 
of leisure, who can give half a day or more of her time in the 
mornings or in the afternoons.”’ 

If the children are in school or you have even a part-time 
maid perhaps you're a candidate. If you have no children and 
find the time hanging heavy on your hands, you’re made for the 
Ked Cross. Requirements are practically not existent. 


The first is that you be dependable, come when you say you 
will and put in the time as if you were being paid for it. After 
that . . . well, the way Mrs. Martin put it was: “Just so they 
have two arms and two legs . . . and we like for them to have a 
head.”’ 

Volunteers to work in the blood center are especially needed— 
to work at registration desks, take temperatures of prospective 
donors, label bottles, keep records. Gray Ladies are needed to 
visit Grady and Georgia Baptist hospitals, to work with the chil- 
dren at the Cerebral Palsy School and at Aidmore. 


Staff aides are needed to serve on the admission and informa- 
tion desks in the clinics at VA Hospital and in the Red Cross field 
director’s office. Nurses aides are needed, especially in Grady’s 
children’s wards. 

As for the pay, there are compensations. 


‘“You'll be making some contribution to the work of the world,” 
zaid Mrs. Martin. “You'll be working with an organization that 
stands tor the best, that is one of the hopes for peace in the world, 
that has a very proud tradition of service. Besides,”’ she laughed, 
‘didn’t somebody say that volunteer service is the rent you pay 
for the space you take up?”’ 

If you want to pay a little of that rent, call Volunteer Serv- 
ices, Greater Atlanta Red Cross, and make a date for an inter- 
view.

South’s hand today is not the 
type which lends itself to treat- 
ment by any of the artificial slam 
conventions. That is usually the 
case where void suits are held. 
This is a slam that depends, as 
so many do, not so much upon 
the possession of aces and kings 
as upon favorable distribution. 
Once a fit had been established, 
South resolved all doubts in favor 
of aggressive action. 


West led. the king of clubs, and 
declarer ruffled. The egocentric 
Mr. South could see nothing but 
his own hand and immediately 
set about establishing the heart 
suit. He would have experienced 
no difficulty with the hand had 
hearts broken four-three (which 
they did) and*the trumps two-one 
(which they didn’t.) 

The ace of hearts was cashed 
and a small heart ruffed in dum- 
my. Declarer regained the lead 
by ruffing a club and another 
heart was ruffed in dummy. Then 
a trump was led to the closed 
hand and when East showed out, 
the jig was up. The hearts now 
became hopeless because declarer 
was out of entries to get back to 


cash them. Declarer therefore 
had to try the spade finesse, 
which lost, leaving him in a 


helpless position. 

Despite the bad trump break, 
declarer should have made the 
hand. The proper suit to work on 
was spades. In the first place, 
they are nearer to establishment, 
and in the second place, dummy 
has more entries now that de- 
clarer’s trumps have been weak- 
ened by having to ruff the open- 
ing lead. 

On winning the first trick, the 
ace of diamonds will show the 
bad trump break. The spade 
finesse should then be taken. 
When East wins, a club will prob- 
ably be returned. Declarer ruffs 
and discards dummy’s last club 
on the ace of hearts. A spade is 
led to the ace and a small spade 
is returned and ruffed high with 
the queen of diamonds. A low 
trump to dummy permits the 
drawing of trumps, and the dum- 
my hand is now solid.

NASHVILLE, ‘Tenn., Sept. 24 
(?—On Thanksgiving eve in 
1890, a scholarly young gentle- 
man named Jim Robins sat with 
his nextdoor roommate in a bun- 
galow dormitory at Vanderbilt 
mapping plans they hoped would 
give the university its first foot- 
ball victory the next day. 

The other afternoon, the same 
Jim Robins, a little older but 
with the gold dust still twin- 
kling in his eyes, sat with a 
newspaper roster of Vanderbilt 
players and began co-ordinating 
the names and faces on the 
1957 Vandy football squad. 

“Football began at Vander- 
bilt just like many other cam- 
pus traditions,” Dr. Jim, now 
89 and still living on the cam- 
pus, recalled. “‘We were chal- 
lenged by a neighboring uni- 
versity and voted to accept. 

“My next-door roommate, EI- 
liott Jones, was highly instru- 
mental in getting the first Van- 
derbilt team together. He had 
studied in Boston’s Boys Latin 
School and had seen the game 
played in an organized manner. 

“He owned a book relating the 
fundamentals of football and 
with Elliott’s own personal 
knowledge of the game we went 
ahead with plans to accept the 
challenge from the University 
of Nashville for a Thanksgiving 
game. 

“Elliott was our captain and 
coach and he and I used to get 
together at night under a kero- 
sense lamp and study plans to 
improve our team. As I re- 
member we beat the University 
of Nashville rather handily 
(40-0) that Thanksgiving Day,” 
Dr. Jim said. 

The Commodores, their nick- 
mame derived from the school’s 
founder, Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
thus have been playing foot- 
ball longer than any team in 
the Southeastern Conference. 
Southern football’s story has 
been punctuated with the names 
of Vanderbilt administrators, 
players and coaches. 

One such man was Dr. Wil- 
liam L. Dudley, dean of the 
Vanderbilt Medical Depart- 
ment and president of the 
school’s athletic association in 
1890. It was Dr. Dudley who ac- 
cepted the initial challenge and 
who in 1893 organized the South- 
ern Intercollegate Athletic Asso- 
ciation. 

The school’s 30,000-seat sta- 
dium today bears his name. 

In 1904, Coach Dan McGugin, 
a player on Fielding Yost’s point-

The present coach, Art Guepe, 
took over in 1953. In his second 
season his split-T produced a 
26-0 victory over arch-rival Ten- 
nessee, and a Gator Bowl vic- 
tory over Auburn in his third.

the Commodores supreme in the 
South and rounded out 30 years 
of inspiring teaching with 13 
championships, an even 200 vic- 
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tories, 57 defeats and 18 ties. 
His teams scored 6,812 points 
against their opponents’ 1,692. 


In 1935, McGugin retired and 
his immediate successor was 
his greatest quarterback, Ray 
Morrison. Morrison (1935-39) re- 
placed McGugin’s punt, pass 
and prayer with an aerial cir- 
cus that flashed brilliantly 
across the Southern horizon, 
missing the Rose Bowl by only 
a field goal in 1937. 


Henry (Red) Sanders, a re- 
serve quarterback under Mc- 
Gugin in 1924-26, returned to 
Vandy in 1940 as head coach 
when Morrison moved to 
Temple. 

Sanders applied the single 
wing system and pushed Vandy 
into nationay prominence in 1941

U.S., Georgia 
Chart War 
On Fire Ants 


A statewide fire ant eradication 
program will be launched by the 
Georgia Department of Entimolo- 
gy and the Plant Pest Control 
Division of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, W. A. Blasingame, 
state entomologist, announced 
Tuesday. 

Governor Griffin made available 

75,000 to the State Department of 
Entomology for the project, Blas- 
ingame said. It is understood 
the federal government fill match 
that amount for an expected $150,- 
000 program. 
Blasingame, assistant to State 
Entomologist C. M. Scott, and H. 
E. Welker, USDA insect expert, 
will meet Wednesday in Macon to 
map plans for the eradication 
program. A starting date has not 
been set. The program will begin 
with a survey of the infestation 
in Georgia. 

The fire ant, which has already 
caused damage estimated at $25,- 
000,000 in the state of Alabama 
alone, now infests two-thirds of 
Alabama, half of Mississippi, and 
about one-third of Louisiana, ex- 
perts have reported. In addition, 
sizable areas are infested in 
Georgia, Florida and Texas. 

Blasingame said it is currently 
estimated more than 40,000 acres 
in Georgia have been invaded by 
the imported insect. Uncontrolled, 
experts point out, the fire ant 
“could spread over the entire 
country.”
